GENERAL FOREIGN, 


OPERATIONS OF THE FRENCH TROOPS IN 
SIAM—OLD WORLD NEWS. 

LONDON, July 1.—A dispatch to the Stdndard 
from Bangkok, Siam, says that French troops 
have occupied the Province of Luang Pra- 
bang, east of the Me Kong River, hitherto a 
vassal State of Siam. The local French press 
has persistently urged that the whole Me 
Kong Valley belongs rightfully te the King- 
dom of Annam and Cambodia. 

The Standard supposes that the occupation 
of Luang Prabang is a prelude to an eventual 
attempt by France to annex Siam, with the 
object, possibly, of assisting Russian designs 
in Eastern Asia. ‘‘Such a project,“ says the 
Standard, is certain to involve antagonism 
on the part of China. Should the project 
succeed, it would bring French Siam into 
proximity with British Burmah. In the 
present temper of France, it behoves En- 
gland to be vigilant.’’ 


DE LESSEPS ILL. 

Paris, July 1.—The health of M. De Lesseps 
has been greatly affected by. the criminal 
proceedings instituted against the officers 
and directors of the Panama Canal Co. by the 
French Government. M. De Lesseps’ family 
is extremely anxious as to the outcome of the 
attack of nervous depression from which the 
veteran engineer is suffering.

Crrr oF Mexico, July 1,—Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Guatemala say that the 
candidates for the Presidency of the Republic 
presented by the political clubs and the press 
are: Gen. Jose Maria Reina Barrios, Manuel 
Eliso Sanchez, Lorenzo Montufar, Francisco 
La inflesta, Gen. Henriques and Gen. Basilio 
Arrogave.

The cause, strange 
to say, is thought to be the suppression of the 
slave trade along the coast, which prevents 
the warlike tribes disposing of their captives 
to the traders, and makes wholesale butchery 
the only practicable way, to the savage 
mind, of getting rid of them. It is said that 
200 victims have been massacred in Crom- 
maszie m one day, and that the Wangorus 
recently held a sacrificial feast at which they 
executed 2,000 captives brought from Dagom- 
ba. The feast lasted three days, and women 
and children were slaughtered with the male 
captives.

Meeting of the State Convention at Cedar 


New York, July 1.—Senator Calvin 8. Brice, 
chairman of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee, has written a letter of warning and 
advice to his fellow members of the National 
Committee. The letter embodies advice in 
regard to the association of Democratic clubs 
and the necessity of the National Committee 
co-operating with them. Senator Brice be- 
gins with the statement that the presidential 
contest is near at hand, that the Republicans 
are rapidly preparing for it and that the 
Democrats cannot be too cireumspect or too 
swift in arrangingto meet them. The plan 
of campaign for the Republicans, he says, is 
a colossal system of cluds to be maintained 
and supported by unlimited means drawn 
from the pockets of the beneficiaries of the 
monopoly policy. This system, he urges,can 
only be met by an equally extensive system of 
voluntary Democratic clubs—that is, associa- 
tions of the people in their several neighbor- 
hoods for the defense of their rights and in- 

terests against those who are banded to as- 
sail them. 

Mr. Brice says that the truly Democratic 
club has ever been the friend of liberty. The 
tendency at thistime of the people of the 
United States to enroll themselves together 
in neighborhood organizations of this char- 
acter is one of the signs of the political perils 
which confront them. He thinks that the 
approaching struggle is to be one mainly 
between clubs and itis greatly to be desired 
that a uniform and per system of Dem- 
ocratic societies thorou organized and 
in intimate association with each other 
shall be established before the beginning of 
next year. 

Mr. Brice says he has examined the plan of 
organization now in process of successful ac- 
complishment by the National Association of 
Democratic Clubs, and he feels it the duty of 
every member of the National Executive Com- 
mittee to give the club association his most 
hearty support, and he urges each member of 
the National Committee to co-operate with 
the association to the fullest extent. The 
work undertaken by the Executive Commit- 
tee of ithe club is absolutely necessary. 
in Mr. Brice’s opinion, and in his letter he 
states that an opportunity is now presented 
of having it accomplished by an cient in- 
strument at a minimum cost and that dis- 
tributed over so many localities as not to be a 
burden to any one committee.

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MINERS DRILLING AND MILITIA con- 
PANIES UNDER ARMS, | 


Strike of Rolling Mill Men at Cleveland— 
Collapse of the Railway Employes’ 
Combination—Ohio Miners’ Grievances 
World’s Fair Work Day—A Oonspiracy 
Case. 


FRANKLIN, Wash., July 1.—Yesterday was 
a day of quietness and mourning in the camp 
of the strikers. The funerals of the men 
killed in Sunday’s riot occupied nearly the 
entire day; services being held here in the 
morning and interment being at Black Dia- 
mond, four miles distant, in the afternoon, 
Every white miner in the camp marched in 
the procession, an escort of military being 
furnished to protect them while passing 
through the black camp. A patrol was also 
but on the flats to protect the homes of the 
white miners during their absence as the 
negroes had threatened to seize the first 
Opportunity of cleaning out the homes of 


the strikers. Four hundred of them stood 


behind the lines of soldiers while the bodies 
were being placed on flat cars for transporta- 
tion to Black Diamond but not a word was 
spoken on either side. 
Reports from Newcastle, Black Diamond 
and Gilman lead the authorities to fear more 
trouble before long. There are now nearly 


200 negroes at work at Newcastle, the num- 


ber taken there on Sunday having been quietly 
augmented since. The strikers have done 
nothing yet, but are reported to be making 
secret preparations for some decisive move. 
A special train is being kept at Franklin 
ready to move troops to Newcastle, thirty 
miles away, of a moment’s notice. 

At Black Diamond, when the miners struck 
six weeks ago, it was not because of any dissat- 
isfaction with the Black Diamond Coal Go. ,but 
because Of sympathy with the miners who 
had been driven out by the negroes taken into 
Franklin by the Oregon Improvement Co., 
and it was supposed the men would return to 
work as soon as matters cooled down. A 
week ago the miners agreed toreturn to work 
upon the old terms, but yesterday they noti- 
fled the superintendent that if they returned 
the Miners’ Union must have the employing 
and discharging ofall men. This the super- 
intendent refused to concede and immediately 
posted a notice that any white man who 
should want work may secure it whether he 
belonged to the unionornot. Black Diamond 
is only a short distance from Franklin and 
the camps will probably join forces in fight- 
ing the two corporations. 

AtGilmanthe Home Guards, composed of 
miners, are drilling daily. The Seattle Coal 
& Grain Oo. have been sending up a few non- 
union miners daily, but they have been met 
at the train by a large body ot armed men. A 
large force of guards and deputy sheriffs are 
at Gilman forthe purpose of protecting all 
who wish to work, but out of 100 men sent 
only eight or ten men have dared to stay, 
and they have a strong : 
them day and night. It is tho com 
pany will take in several hundred men to- 
morrow, protected by Company E now as 
sembled inthe Armory at Seattle, and that 
the military guard will be maintained until 
the strikers give up the conflict. A large 
number of rifles have been shipped to Gilman 
from Tacoma. It is thought that within the 
next forty eight hours every coal mining 
camp will be manned by non-union em- 
ployes under the protection of National 
Guards. It is feared that serious trouble will 
be the result at all of the places, as there are 
over 1,000 strikers who will seein the intro- 
duction of negro and non-union labor the 
disappearance of their last hope of employ- 
ment in the mines of King County.

‘SAID TO HAVE BEEN REFUSED.

Strike. Agreed On at a Meeting Last 
Night—Manager Simpson of the Consol- 
NAated Coal Co. Makes a Statement in 
Regard to the Trouble. 


Between 300 and 40 miners in the employ of 
the Consolidated Coal Co., which has its gen- 
eral office in this city, are idle to-day and the 
mines in the Collinsville coal district, where 
they were employed, are shut down in conse- 
quence. The cause of the lay off’’ isthe 
going into effect of the weekly payment bill 
passed by the § Illinots Legislature, and 
the refusal. of the men to sign 
& yearly contract with the Consol- 
idated Co. which they} claim would 
result in an evasion of the weekly payment 
bill and a continuance of the company’s 
system of paying monthly.g A meeting 
of miners of the Collinsville district 
was held at Collinsville last night at which 
this course was agreed upon. The contract 
with the Consolidated company had 
deen submitted to the miners, and was the 
same in every respect as the annual con- 
tract under which they worked last year. 
There was no objection made to the scale of 
wages contained in the contract but the min- 
ers resolved to make a stand against the 
proposed plan of continuing monthly pay- 
ments and to demand their rights under 
the new law. They accordingly resolved to 
quit work until the company notified them 
that it would adopt the weekly payment 
system, and this morning their resolution 
was put into effect. There is no prospect of 
trouble beyond the temporary stoppage of 
work, as the men are not dissatisfied with 
any other feature of the company’s contract 
and are simply taking the stand supported 
by the law making weekly payment com- 


GENERAL MANAGER SIMPSON SEEN. 

General Manager J. O. Simpson of the Con- 
solidated Coal Co. was seen at his office 
this morning. He denied that the lay - oc“ 
at Collinsville was caused by the men mak - 
ing a demand for weekly payment. 

Their yearly contract with the company 
expired yesterday, said Mr. Simpson. and 
it has always been customary for the men to 
lay off for a day or two before going to work 
under a new contract. It is not true that we 
demanded of them to accept the monthly 
payment system, telling them we intended 
to fight the weekly payment law and so 
would not conform to its requirements. 
There is nothing in the contract submitted to 
the men stipulating for monthly payments. 
It is exactly the same as that under which 
they worked last year, and relates only tothe 
scale of wages. I do not know of any dissat - 
isfaction among the miners of the Collins- 
ville district, or in any other of our mines, 
and do not consider the present ‘lay-off’ as 
anything out of the ordinary.

Brooxtyy, N. T., July 1.—The Meserole- 
Larbig tragedy which occurred last Satur- 
day night in Mrs. Davis F. Comstock’s 
apartments in this city has created a tre- 
mendous sensation on account of the promi- 
nence of two of the parties connected with 
the affair. Darwin J. Meserole, the mur- 
derer, is the son of Gen. Jeremiah V. 
Meserole, Oity Surveyor of thiscity. Young 
Meserole was ostensibly a broker, he havin 
succeeded his father, 
as a member of 
Stock Exchange. 

Comstock, though, is 
the terrible affair. She is the only daughter 
of Col. John W. Forney, one of the leading 
a — in the days of Buch- 
anan’s ad istration. 

Col. Forney thought a great deal of his 
daughter Davis, and she was one of the belles 
of Washington wh she met W. J. Com- 
stock, a son of A. J. Comstock, the Provi- 
dence (R. I.) miliionare. It was a case of 
love at first sight, at least on Comstock’s 
part, and in a short time they were married, 
about eight years ago. 

Mrs. Comstock, though, was naturally wild, 
and a few years after the wedding, Comstock 
secured positive proof of her infidelity and 
secured a divorce. Sincethen she has been 
residing in New York Oity, and Theodore Lar- 
big, the murdered man, was supposed to be 
her husband, until the tragedy which re- 
sulted in the above becoming public. 

The latest developments in the tragedy is 
that Theodore Larbig, who was killed by 
Darwin J. Meserole, was heavily insured. It 
is said that some time ago Larbig had his life 
insured for $15,000 in favor of Mrs. Comstock, 
who is now In jail as an accessory to the 
crime. It has been hinted as a possibility 
that the existence of the insurance policy 
might have served as a motive for getting 
Larbig out of the way.

A Report Started Last Night That It 
Would Be Granted. 


ME. BECKMAN REFUSES TO TALK ON THE 
SUBJECT AT PRESENT, 


But Intimates That the Matter Will Be 
Settled in a Few Days—Why He Is Not 
Arrested Bvery Time He Opens His 
Saloon—Chief Harrigan and Attorney 
Butler Interviewed. 


Henry Beckman, the saloon Keeper, stil 
continues to do business at Park and Oalifor- 
nia avenues, without license, against the 
protests of all the neighborhood and in face 
of the fact that he owes the city $1,200 in fines 
imposed on him for keeping a saloon without 
alicense. How he manages to evade the law 
and punishment for violation of it is a ques- 
tion which is puzzling and aggravating those 
who positively refused to sign his petition. 
They are beginning to think that 
he is under the protection of the court 
and Mayor and other city officials. There 
was a report last night that he was to be 
granted a license and there was a good deal 
of excitement in the block in consequence. 
But so far as can doe learned to-day Beck- 
man’s chances of obtaining the coveted doc- 
ument areas slim as ever. 

WON'T GIVE IT AWAY. 

When seen by a Post-DIsPaATCH reporter 
this morning he was rather reticent, saying 
that he would prefer to walt a few days 
before making any statement. He appeared 
to be quite confident thatthe matter would 
then be satisfactorily settled, but would not 
say whether he expected to geta license or 
not, nor would he tell how he received the 
stay of execution on the first fine or why he 
continued to sell liquor after the fine had 
been imposed. 

A TALK WITH MR. GILBERT. 

Mr. Gilbert of the Gilbert Book Co., who is 
leading the fight against Beckman, stated 
when seen to day that Beckman could not 
possibly obtain a license legally. In support 
of his statement he produced a list of the 
residents of block 1257, on the southeast cor- 
ner of which Beckman’s saloon is situated. 
Of the nineteen tax-payers residing upon 
the block only five, Theodore Behr- 
man, Johanna Dieckman, H. T. Kiel, 
PP. W. Hassett and Peter Little, 
have signed Beckman’s petition. The re- 
maining fourteen have never signed a peti- 
tlon to open a saloon inthe block, and say 
they never will. There are seven other resi- 
dents who are not tax-payers, and their sig- 
natures will not avail. 

Tou will see, therefore, said Mr. Gubert, 
that it is impossible for Mr. Beckman to 
comply with the law by presenting a petition 
signed by the majority of the taxpayers. 
Mr. Beckman may attempt to get a petition 
signed by non-tax-paying residents through 
the Collector's office during the usual July 
rush, but we will never allow it to take ef- 
fect. Tou may put it down that the ma jor- 
ity of the taxpayers are dead against Beck- 
man and he might as well give up the 
fight.’’ 

THE CITY ATTORNEY’S DEFENSE. 

City Attorney James Butler, whose duty it 
isto prosecute such violations, was asked 
this morning why Beckman was not sup- 


pressed.

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PLUTOCRACY’S SPOILS. 

The denunciation of the sugar bounty in 
the platform of the Iowa Democrats was in- 
spired bya famous decision rendered by 
Justice Min of the United States Su- 
preme Court. In the roll of Iowa citizen- 
ship the most illustrious name yet in- 
scribed is that of the great jurist who 
solemnly delivered this memorable decis- 
ion: 

To lay with one hand the power of the Gov- 

ernment on the property of the citizen, and 
with the other bestow it upon favored indi- 
viduals to aid private enterprises and build 
up private fortunes, is none theless a rob- 
bery because it is done under the forms of 
law and is called taxation, This is not legig- 
lation. It is a decree under legislative 
forms. 
It is beyond question that if Justice 
MILLER had lived to pass upon the sugar 
bounty provision, he would have held 
Pagain that ‘‘there can be no lawful tax 
which is not laid for a public purpose,’’ 
and that such purpose cannot include the 
bestowal of private fortunes or aid to pri- 
vate enterprises. The Iowa Democrats are 
only asserting his doctrine when they de- 
nounce the sugar bounty as an unconstitu- 
tional ‘‘spoliation of the Treasury for spe- 
cial classes and interests which are no 
more entitled to be aided by the Govern- 
ment than the farmers of Iowa in raising 
hogs and corn.’’ 

How can it be pretended that bounties 
are paid for a public purpose, when the 
benefits thereof are always guardedly con- 
fined to a few individuals or corporations, 
either one of which controls more wealth 
already than the aggregate possessions of 
hundreds of the average citizens from 
whose earnings the bounty money is taken? 
The ship bounty is offered so that only 
great millionaires or corporations con- 
trolled by them can avail themselves of it 
to clear the ocean of tramp steamers and 
crush out the competition of small ship- 
owners. The plutocratic animus of the 
sugar bounty appears in the fact that $5,- 
000,000 of it will be divided among ninety 
plantations ($55,555 apiece), and that the 
whole $10,000,000 will go to only 600 of the 
840 sugar planters in Louisiana. 

The other 240, all who cultivate less than 
200 acres, and cannot afford to import 
from Germany and France the machinery 
necessary to turn out the required grade 
of sugar, are cut off by the McKinley act 
from all share in the bounty.

Bardsley’s Confession Not Permitted to 
> fee the Light. 


POLITICAL INFLUENCES WILL SHIELD 
HIM FROM PUNISHMENT. 


Marsh’s Whereabouts Still a Mystry—An- 
other Philadelphia Defaulter—Setting 
a Precedent in the Woodruff Case—The

Failures and Defalcations. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—It has been ru- 
mored for some time past that Bardsley, the 
ex- City Treasurer, really made a confession 
which involved the names of such prominent 


There seems no longer to be a doubt as to 
the truth of the story and it is believed by 
the Investigating Committee that the con- 
fession is locked up in the safe of one of the 
leading newspapers of this city. There has 
been a studied effort from the first from in- 
fluences unseen, to block the investigation 
and to shield those who have been mixed up 
with Bardsley and Marsh. Whether the con- 
fession will ever be published is doubtful, 
but the committee hope to have the use of it 
to aid them in developing clews. 

It win be remembered that at the time 
Bardsley made his much advertised state- 
ment in open court, on the day he was to 
have been sentenced,the expectation was that 
this statement would really be a confession 
implicating men of high standing in the State. 
The confession was not made and sentence 
was indefinitely postponed. Now the belief 
is growing that Bardsley will be let off with 
light punishment, in consideration of his 
keeping his mouth closed. There seem to 
be Influences at work inthis respect which 
come from sources far higher than the pull of 
Philadelphia politicians.

THE PRESIDENT OF A PHILADELPHIA STORAGE

PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—Edward Y. Elten- 
head, who until a few weeks ago, was Presi- 
dent of the Fidelity Storage & Warehouse Co., 
of No, 1817-28 Market street, has left this city 
and is said to be a defaulter for a large 
amount of money, The exact amount of the 
defalcation can not be stated, but experts 
are at work on the books and have been for 
the past five days. They say they can make 
no statement for at least ten days. The 
charge that Eltenhead was a defaulter was 
made a few days after the present manager, 
Mr. Hoffmann, took charge of the business. 
Experts were at once placed on the books, 
which, according tothe statement of Man- 
ager Hoffmann, are ina bad condition. The 
Fidelity Storage & Warehouse Oo. was estab- 
lished in 1887 with a capital stock of $500,000. 
Edward Y. Eltenhead was elected President 
after a contest. Shortly after he was made 
President his opponent, Mr. Craig, made a 
charge against him of misappropriating 
some $3,000. It wasclaimed by Eltenhead’s 
friends that all this money was properly ac- 
counted for. Mr. Craig finally sold his stock 
and got out ofthe company. Manager Hoff- 
mann says thatthe company is doing a busi- 
ness of about $200,000 per year.

THE WOODRUFF CASE. 


A PRECIDENT ESTABLISHED WHICH MAY LEAD 
TO HIS CONVICTION. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 1.—The State Su- 
preme Court of Arkansas has just rendered a 
decission in the case of embezzlement against 
W. W. Wallace, acollector of school funds, 
which will apply, it is claimed, to the case of 
Woodruff, the defaulting ex-State Treasurer, 
and which will insure the latter’s conviction 
of embezzlement. The court says: 

He had the right to retain for himself the per 
cent due him by law, but the remainder was only 

aced in his hands to be paid over to the Treasurer. 

t did not become his personal property. He was not 

authorized tolend, invest or otherwise dispose of it. 
There is nothing in the act which implies an 
intent to credit him, and he could not, with- 
out the consent of his client, create the rela- 
tion of creditor and debtor. This Court has 
twice decided that an attorney, as to money col- 
lected, was the agent of the client. It is held that 
the relation was that of the bailor and bailee. As to 
the third ground, we do not think the defendant had 
an undivided interest in the collections. The col- 
lection belonged to the school fund, and he hada 
claim against it simply for his fees. The statute did 
not transfer to him a property interest therein, 
nor convert an agency into a tenancy in com- 
mon. It is further insisted that the defend- 
ant is entitled to a new trial because there is no proof 
thata demand had been made upon him for the 
money. It ig necessary to allege and prove a de- 
mand only where the statute makes it an element of 
the crime. As this statute does not make a demand 
such an element, no demand was necessary. The 
crime charged was not a failure to pay over ~ am on 
demand, but simply a felonious conversion. If the 
defendant has thus converted the money his crime 
was complete, and his response to a demand could 
not have absolved him.

[PISTOL AND ROPE. 
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STRANGLING FAILED AND BULLETS DID 
THE WORE 


Murder Followed be Suicide—Missouri 
Murderers Who Must Mount the Gal- 
lows-—Bulling’s Identity—A Terror to 
the Police—Revolver and Razor—Crim- 
nal Calendar. 


New Ton, July 1.—Alexander Weiss, 40 
years of age, an agent for advertisements for 
certain German newspapers, shot a woman of 
the name of Maria Hodig and then committed 
suicide, about 11 o’clock this morning. Five 
shots in all were fired and the two were re- 
moved to Bellevue Hospital where it is said 
there is small chances for their recovery. 

At 11 o’clock last night both parties went to 
90 Third avenue and hired a room. This fore- 
noon at Ii o’clock the landlady of the place 
heard a number of shots being fired in rapid 
succession. She called an officer at once 
from the Fourteenth Precinct. He burst in 
the door and found the woman lying 
on the i bed. There was a rope 
around her neck in addition to 
which there was four bullet marks on one 
side of the head and three fm the breast and 
shoulder. The man lay onthe floor. There 
was one bullet wound in the mouth and one 
ineach breast. When a physician arrived 
the man was unable to speak and died soon 
after. 

Coroner Levy has taken charge of the case, 
and bas gone to Bellvue Hospital to take the 
woman’s ante-mortem statement, When 
she was found her face was perfectly black 
from the rope. There was no quarreling 
heard before the shots were fired. The 
woman cannot live. Weiss had evidently tried 
first to strangle her, and failing in this, had 
used his pistol. Nothing can be learned ,of 
the antecedents of the murdered woman.

REFLECTIONS ON THE CHRISTIANITY OF 
MES. PAGE AND MRS. NEWHOUSE. 


Lawyers Told by the Witness. That They 
Would Have to Hear Certain Things 
Whether They Wished to or Not—The 
Search of the House for Valuables— 


Two Letters. 


The following are extracts from a depo- 
sition filed in the Circuit Court in the 
Kennerly case, in which Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Kennerly of South St. Louis 
is suing her brother, Robert, P. Waring, 
to recover $50,000 worth of property which 
she transferred to him, believing herself near 
death. The case will not come up for hear- 
ing till fall. Judge Fisher appointed a re- 


of the estate pending the . litigation. 
Mrs. Kennerly is now stopping at the 
Mission Home, an institution in South St. 
Louis which was erected by her while in pos- 
session of her wealth. She claims that she 
intended the transfer of her property to her 
brother to be in the form of a trust convey- 
ance she relying on himto divide it after 
her death among her heirs. Her brother 
claims the transfer was absolute, and is hold - 
ing the property. He states he is willing to 
care for his sister, who, having recovered, is 
seeking in the courts to be reinvested in her 
property rights. The deposition is of the de- 
fendant in the case, Robert P. Waring, 
and was taken before Notary Carl Otto, 
the law firm of Smith & Wilcox representing 
the plaintiff and Judge Gottschalk the de- 
fendant. 
WARING’S DEPOSITION. 

Being duly sworn, Mr. Waring stated he 
was born Dec. 7, 1823, and was residing in 1889 
in Union County, Ky., and stated also that he 
was born in Kentucky, but had lived in Call- 
fornia, Montana, Illinois and Missouri. When 
his father died he left five children, one son, 
deponent, and four daughters, Mary-John, 
Maria, Catherine and Elizabeth, the latter 
the plaintiff in the case against him. At 
present there were three living, Mary-John, 
Elizabeth and deponent. Prior to his coming 
to St. Louis, when he obtained possession of 
his sister’s property, Waring had made her 
house his home when he visited St. Louis. 
He came to St. Louis in 1889, when his sister 
was sick, in response to telegrams and letters 
from his sister. 

When he arrived at his sister’s house in St. 
Louis he found her sitting up taking a cup of 
coffee, and she said: Well, here you are at 
last. I did not expect to be alive when you 
got here. Dr. Dreschler was attending her. 
His sister frequently said in presence of wit- 
nesses that she left everything to him. 
About a week after deponent’s wife came 
from Kentucky she discharged Emma Smith, 
a servant girlof Mrs. Kennerly, while the 
latter was at the point of death. Mrs. Ken- 
nerly was not consulted concerning house- 
hold affairs, because she was so low. 

Mou say you didn’t consult Mrs. Kennerly 
about the management of the household, and 
what doctors she would employ, and what 
help should be employed,’’ said Attorney 
Smith. I want you to state why you did 
not. 

Because she was very low,“ replied Mr, 
Waring. ‘‘She was not in condition.“ 

SEARCHING FOR VALUABLES. 

‘*Did you make any search of the house for 
valuables after you arrived?’’ 

Nes, sir, and looked around. Yes, sir, 
and had them in her room, I tell you; just 
said that. 

Did you find anything that was valu- 
able?’’ 

Why, yes; Oh, yes, I did; found some sil- 
verware and some of her jewelry.’’ 

„What else?’’ 

That is about all the valuables, str.“ 

Find any notes and contracts, deeds?’’ 

„All them were in the house, in her room 
in the drawer there, yes, sir.’’ 

‘*-You found them in the drawer in her 
room? 

Tes sir. When the renters would come in, 
them that had rentals and leases. After 
them come in she told me where they were 
at, and I would get them and give them 
credit. 

n collecting her valuables did you find 
any money?’’ 

‘*She had money in her bed, some rolled up 
in one thing and another. I didn’t touch that, 
sir. Dr. Shaw and Dr. Dreschler took that 
and counted it. 

PDO you mean to say that they took the 
money?’’ 

No, sir; I don’t mean to say that they took 
it away. 

**What became of it?“ 

They turned it over to me.“ 

How much was in it?“

FLIGHTY ON RELIGION. 

Waring stated his sister’s health was feeble 
in January, 1890, after her recovery, but she 
knéw exactly what she was doing, but when- 
ever she was spoken to on religion she be- 
came flighty. On business matters she was 
perfectly rational. When Waring first came 
to his sister’s house she spoke of a 
writing which she had prepared tote used 
when necessary. In January she made him 
adeed. Deponent had tried to disuade her 
from doing it. He said to his sister: ‘‘Bliza- 
beth, I would never make a deed of trust. 
You may think you are going to die and not 
die, and it will pass out of your hands. 

In answer to a question Waring stated that 
when his sister gave him the deed he said in 
answer to aremark of Mr. Meriwether or 
Mr. Newton who witnessed the deed: 1 
hope I will never be unworthy of the trust she 
has placed in me.’’ 

What did you mean by the trust?’’ 

„Why to maintain her—to take care of 
her. 

Mrs. Kennerly lived with deponent after 
ner recovery until the following September. 
Deponent blamed certain ladies for being in- 
strumental in influencing her to leave him 
and go to live in the Mission. Deponent de- 
scribed the morning his sister left home. 
She passed him on the walk and he told her 
to go to her room, 

„She went on over to the Home, he 
stated, ‘‘and my idea was then that they had 
persuaded her to say I had kicked her out. I 
did hear of it the next morning—that I had 
kicked her out. Ididn’t know she was go-
